PRESIDENT GARFIELD 
SHOT AT. 


WASHINGTON 


has been the residence of no Presidents of the 
United States who have been more deserving of the 
esteem and admiration of Americans than Abraham 
Lincoln and General Garfield. Yet оп the night of 
April 14, 1865, President Lincoln was shot by Wilkes 
Booth in a private box at Ford’s Theatre, Wash- 
ington, as illustrated above, Lincoln expiring the 
following morning; and the assassin being shot when 
his accomplice, Harrold, was apprehended on the 
succeeding April 26. And on Saturday morning last, 
July 2, 
similarly dastardly attack in Wushington.

Blaine says the President was in an unusually joyous 
mood, and several times expressed his keen grati- 
fication that the relations between himself and the 
members of his Cabinet were so harmonious, and 
that the Administration was united. When the 
carriage arrived in front of the station the President 
and Mr. Blaine left it and entered the ladies! waiting- 
room, which they passed through arm-in-arm. Mr. 
Blaine dropped the President's arm as they were 
passing through the door into the main room, at 
| which instant two shots were fired. Mr. Blaine saw

a man running, and started towards him, but turned 
almost immediately and saw that the President had 
fallen. Then he first realised that the shots had 
been directed at the President. He sprang towards 
him, as did several others, and raised his head from 
the floor. As the President fell he exclaimed My 
God!" The President's son was with him at the 
time he was shot, and burst into a paroxysm of 
tears. Secretaries Blaine, Hunt, and Lincoln, and 
Post master-General James were all at the station at 
the time. The waiting-room was crowded with 
passengers. 

The President when he fell turned deathly pale, 
and soon after he was carried up stairs was sick. He 
was removed to a room in the second storey of the 
station, and a preliminary examination of the 
wounds was made, but the ball, which had entered 
the right side of the back near the spinal column,

Secretary Lincoln, son of the  ex-President 
Lincoln. remained in constant attendance at the 
White House from the time the President arrived. 
He seemed to feel the blow more deeply than any 
one, except Mr. Blaine. Memories of that terrible 
night sixteen years ago, when his father was assas- 
sinated, were evidently uppermost iu his mind, and 
he referred to that sad event several times. 

"My God," he exclaimed, when the news was 
broughtout from the doctor's that the case was well- 
nigh hopeless, *how many hours of sorrow I have 
passed in this town! ” 

Postmaster-General James here interposed, and 
said to Mr. Lincoln, 

Do you remember how often Garfield has re- 
ferred to your father during the past few days?” 

Ves,“ replied Mr. Lincoln, ** and it was only the 
night before last that I entered into a detailed recital 
of the events on that awful night.“

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GENERAL GARFIELD’S |THE TALE OF A COMET. | ARREST OF HERR MOST'S 


LIFE. 

President James Abraham Garfield is 
the youngest of four sons, and was born 
Nov. 19, 1831, in the State of Ohio. His 
father was one of those sturdy pioneers 
who did so much to open up the then Far 
West to civilisation. The father died 
when the child who has since become the 
first citizen of the United States was but 
eighteen months old. Like all of the later 
Presidents of his country, President 
Garfield’s youthful career and early man- 
hood were an almost continuous struggle 
with adversity, and the hardships of his 
earlier life doubtless contributed much to 
the vigour and decision for which he was 
conspicuous, President Garfield, with the 
versatility of his countrymen, has engaged 
in his time in 

MANY, AVOCATIONS, 

at first a school teacher, then a lecturer, 
next lawyer and soldier, and finally a 
politician. Born of D Presbyterian 
parents, of a sect called the Campbellites, 
he has always been a devoted adherent of 
that body, occasionally preaching, and 
even within the last few months delivering 
an address in eonnection with the opening 
of a new church ina country district by 
that body. During 


| THE LATE CIVIL WAR 
in the States he served for a time, having 
the command of а Western regiment, 
with the Federal forces under Generals 
Rosencrantz and Burnside, who operated 
in the West. Не was returned for the 
first time to Congress іп 1862 as a repre- 
sentative for an Ohioian district. During 
the Presidential crisis over the result of 
the election between Hayes and Tilden, 
President Garfield, who was then General 
Garfield, having returned from the army 
with brevet rank, went to Louisiana to 
watch the counting of the electoral votes: 
in that State. At that time Tilden 
needed but one vote to secure the election, 
and the Republican party determined, 
if possible, to prevent his obtaining it in 
any of the newly-reconstructed Southern 
States. The Republicans, therefore, sent 
strong deputations to the South, and 
General Garfield got the chief credit of 
saving Louisiana’s vote for his party’s 
candidate, Mr. Hayes. 
GENERAL GARFIELD’S SELECTION 


as the Presidential candidate of Repub- 
licans, at their convention in the summer 
of 1880, was another instance of the un- 
expected happening in American politics. 
His name was by no means in the first 
instance brought prominently before the 
convention. In the earlier ballots for a 
choice of candidate he was only supported 
by à small delegation, and received but a 
few votes—half a dozen or so—whereas 
thebetter-known candidates and leaders 
of the party, such as Blaine, Grant, 
Sherman, апа Conkling, obtained a large 
measure of support. He won. But there 
was left a residuum of angry feeling, that 
the would-be assassin has availed himself 
of to excuse, in a way, his foul outrage of 
Saturday last.
